CONFLICTING CLAIMS 


~ OF THE PARTY LEADERS 


Both Herrick and Higgins Say They 


Will Carry the Mate By Large 
Majority, and One of Them 
Is Sure To Be Dis- 
appointed. 


New York, November 7.—Election eve 
finds both parties claiming the Empire 
state. Today the leaders took the last 
estimates of their committeemen and 
then each side put forth its declarations, 
the democrats pinning faith to a state- 
ment by Charles F. Murphy, leader of 
Tammany, that the vote for Parker in 
Greater New York will be greatest ever 
cast for a democratic canflidate, while 
the republican view was expressed by 
Goverhor Odell, who said Parker's plu- 
rality In the city would have to be better 
than 140,000 if he was to carry the state. 
Two years ago Coler, the democratic 
candidate for governor, had 122,600 plu- 
rality over Odell in the city, but was de- 
feated, Odell having 130,800 plurality in 
the rest of the state. 

Claims of Candidates. 

tJ! Cady Herrick, democratic nominee 
for governor, made a statement today in 
which he said: 

‘‘Making very liberal] discount upon the 
rosy views that are always presented to 
a candidate, I firmly believe that the re- 
publican majority north of the Bronx 
will be much less than it was two years 
ago.” 

Frank W. Higgins, republican 
Gate for governor, said today:

The feature of the election in this city 
promises to be remarkably close watching 
of the polls, The plans to prevent illegal 
yoting have been made on a scale that 
eclipses all former efforts, In addition 
to the party watchers and the city’s 
6,000 policemen, every one of whom will 
be on election duty tomorrow, Superinten- 
dent Morgan, of the state election bureau 
for the metropolitan district, will have 
more than 1.000 deputies at work to pre- 
vent the casting of ballots by those not 
entitied to vote and a force of 100 secret 
gervice men will watch for foreign born 
men who mhy present fraudulent reali 
naturalization papers. 


After Illegal Voters. 

Warrants will not be obtained for all 
the alleged illegn? yoters, That has been 
found to be physically impossible be- 
cause the courts gave not time to issue 
the warrants before, and before the state 
elections bureau has run out of com- 
plaint blanks. 

Where no warrants are issued in ad- 
Vance the deputies will be given lists of 
orders for arrests and will take into 
custody every man named on them who 
votes. 

Judge Foster, in charging the grand 
jury today, advised its members to be 
very careful in handling all political 
cases, saying: 

“Let us have no indictments whatever 
for the purpose of giving political ad- 
vantage to any party. You are not here 
for that purpose.”’ 

With good weather promised tonight's 
indications are that the vote cast tomor- 
row will be the heaviest ever known In 
New York city and perhaps throughout 
ihe state.

AOOSEVELT SAYS 


President Believes He Will Re- 
main in White House, 


That the Trusts | Have Been 
Blackmailed—Intense In- 
terest at Washington 
in the Result. 


- Washington, November 7.-—Intense in- 
‘terest coupled with unusual calm char- 


tne close of the campaign. So far as ac- 
tive participation in the campaign is 
concerned, the national capital has played 
an inconspicuous part. Important utter- 
ances have been originated here, but few 
have been delivered in Washington. A 
notable exception was the promulgation 
of President Roosevelt's statement last 
Friday night Hi response to the charges 
by Judge Parker against him and 
against the conduct of the campaign by 
the republican national campaign com- 
mittee. That the president’s utterance 
was the great feature of the pending po- 
{litical contest is conceded, and that it 
| aroused widespread interest is evidenced 
‘by the number of letters and “telegrams 
lrecelved by the. president from people in 
al] parts of the United States commend- 
ing and congratulating him upon it. 
Roosevelt Confident. 

To the reply of Judge Parker, publish- 
ed yesterday morning, the president 
| makes no response. To a friend today 
he said that he was perfectly willing to 
| submit to the people of the country the 
‘Issue between him and Judge Parker, 
which already had been made up. He 
‘believes he nas done everything he prop- 
erly and legitimately could do to present 
to the American people the principles 
‘on which he stands, and he awaits their 
| verdict to be rendered tomorrow with 
}absolute calmness and with faith in their 
judgement. That the president is confi- 
‘dent of the result of the election no one 
who talks with him can doubt for a 
‘moment. All callers for him today found 
‘him in the best of spirits and without an 


\indication of nervousness or anxiety. He 
‘discussed the result of the election as 
-ealmly as though he were not a princi- 


| pal in the contest. 

At the white house the feeling is that 
‘the result of the election wil] be prac- 
tically as it has been indicated by Na- 
tional Chairman Cortelyou. Before 
Chairman Cortelyou issued his statement 
he had informed the president of the 
precise nature of his deductions of the 
‘canvass’ of the country made by the na- 
'tional committee. It coincided closely 
'with the figures made here today. 


Backs Cortelyou. 

The president repeated the statement 
| nade by Chairman Cortelyou that the 
'campaign made for his election was con- 
| ducted on a lofty plane of principle and 
patriotism, and that, if elected, he would 
enter upon the duties of his ‘high office 
on the 4th of next March without having 
made a promise or entered into an obii- 
gation that in the least way would em- 
‘barrass an honest man in administering 
ithe affairs of the nation fn the interest of 
‘all the people in America. Work at the 
headquarters of the democratic congres- 
yaional committee has been concluded. 
| Secretary Charles A. Edwards 1s the only 
lofficial of the committee now here. He 
‘expressed confidence that Juage Parker 
would be elected, his figures being that 
the democratic candidate would have at 
least 259 votes in the electora] college. 
‘He hopes._also that the next house of 
| representatives may be democratic, but 
|he is riot absolutely confident of such a 
result.
